column around one word: efficien- 
cy. Efficiency rapidly becoming 
very important word the dairy indus- 
try; even more important than has been 
for years! With skyrocketing feed costs, 
high fuel costs and other high input costs; 
coupled with frustrating milk prices, effi- 
ciency what every dairyman focusing 
make ends meet these very difficult 
times. 
The bulls that would like talk about 
this month qualify being efficient 
many ways. These bulls have one thing 
common they are all sired Idle Gold 
Challenge-ET. Challenge was bull 


known for good udders and outstanding re- 
production and health traits. Many his 
sons are already showing this trend. 

One the Challenge sons that begin- 
ning have daughters freshening one 
the highest ranking bulls for Net Merit 
the breed, Abiqua Acres Marksman. 
Marksman combines two the best bulls, 
maybe breed history, for productive life; 
Challenge and Goliath. have seen few 
Marksman daughters fresh and they look 
very promising. They are small, but bal- 
anced their frame with adequate strength 
for their size. They have well-attached ud- 
ders that are youthful and high above the 
hock. expected, they lack little angu- 
larity and dairyness. However, they look 
like cows that will last for long time and 
get better with age. 

Flambeau Manor Lexus another Chal- 
lenge son out Goliath. The Lexus 
daughters have lot similarities the 
Marksman daughters, especially the fact 
that they appear that they will have lon- 
gevity. They are taller than the Marksman 
daughters and while few months ago 
mentioned they appeared narrow and lack- 
ing substance; more recently have seen 
daughters with more strength and width. 
However, when using Lexus would use 
him cow with adequate width. with 
the Marksman daughters, Lexus daughters 
lack some angularity and dairyness. 
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The other Challenge son wanted men- 
tion, that has daughters just now freshening, 
Coulee Crest Challenge Kain-ET. The 
Kain daughters are rather small and im- 
mature whole. Like all the daughters 
these bulls have mentioned, the Kain 
daughters have correct feet and legs with 
very clean hock. Their udders are youthful 
and high above the hock. Breeders would 
probably like see more width and capac- 
ity the rear udders. However, with the 
Marksman and Lexus daughters, feel the 
Kain daughters will get better with age and 
last long time. 

The other two Challenge sons making 
impact thus far are Mint and Blue Spruce. 
have written lot about them the past 
months. think both bulls could have ma- 
jor, positive impact the breed because 
their combination great udders, dairy 
quality and reproductive efficiency. 

Many these Challenge sons will not 
pleasing everyone simply because the 
daughters are not big. However, are 
thrive breed today’s industry with 
rising feed prices, need smaller, more 
balanced cows that are feed efficient. The 
daughters are also some the best the 
breed for reproductive efficiency, our num- 
ber one focus for breed improvement! 
cannot afford pass these genet- 
ics are make progress.

For intramuscular use for estrous synchronization, treatment of unobserved (silent) estrus 
and pyometra (chronic endometritis) in cattle; for abortion of feedlot and other non-lactating 
catia; for parturition induction in swine; and for controlling the timing of estrus in estrous 
cycling mares and clinically anestrous mares that have a corpus luteum. 
INDICATIONS AND INSTRUCTIONS FOR USE 
Cattle: LUTALYSE Sterile Solution is indicated as a luteolytic agent 

LUTALYSE is effective only in those cattle having a corpus luteum, i.e., those which ovulated at 
least five days prior to treatment. Future reproductive performance of animals that are not cycling 
will be unaffected by injection of LUTALYSE 

1. For Intramuscular Use for Estrous Synchronization in Beef Cattle and 
Deiry Heifers. LUTALYSE is used to contro! the timing of estrus and ovulation in estrous 
cycling cattle that have @ corpus luteum 

Inject a dose of 5 mL LUTALYSE (25 mg PGF2a) intramuscularly either once or twice 
at a 10 to 12 day interval 

With the single injection, cattle should be bred at the usual time relative to estrus. 

With the two injections, cattle can be bred after the second injection either at the usual 
time relative to detected estrus or at about 80 hours after the second injection of LUTALYSE. 

Estrus is expected to occur 1 to 5 days after injection if a corpus luteum was present. 
Catttie that do not become pregnant to breeding at estrus on days 1 to 5 after injection will be 
‘expected to return to estrus in about 18 to 24 days. 

2. For intramusculer Use for Unobserved (Silent) Estrus in Lactating Deiry Cows with 
@ Corpus Luteum. inject a dose of 5 ml LUTALYSE (25 mg PGF2a) intramuscularly. 
Breed cows as they are detected in estrus. If estrus has not been observed by 80 hours 
ater injection, breed at 80 hours. If the cow returns to estrus breed at the usual time relative

Management Considerations: Many factors contribute to success and failure of reproduction 
. and these factors are important also when time of breeding is to be regulated with 

LUTALYSE Sterile Solution. Some of these factors are: 

@. Cattle must be ready to breed — they must have @ corpus luteum and be healthy; 

b. Nutritional status must be adequate as this has a direct effect on conception and the 

initiation of estrus in heifers or return of estrous cycles in cows following calving: 

c. Physical facilities must be adequate to allow cattle handling without being detrimental 

to the animal, 

4. Estrus must be detected accurately if timed Al is not employed: 

@. Semen of high fertility must be used;

A successful breeding program can employ LUTALYSE effectively, but @ poorty managed

Cattle expressing estrus following LUTALYSE are receptive to breeding by a bull. Using bulls to 
breed large numbers of cattle in heat following LUTALYSE will require proper management of bulls 
and cattle. 

3. For intramuscular Use for Treatment of Pyometra (chronic endometritis) in Cattle. 
Inject @ dose of 5 ml LUTALYSE (25 mg PGF2a) intramuscularly. In studies conducted 
with LUTALYSE, pyometra was defined as presence of a corpus luteum in the ovary 
and uterine horns containing fluid but not a conceptus based on palpation per rectum. 
Return to normal was defined as evacuation of fluid and return of the uterine hom size to 
40 mm or less based on palpation per rectum at 14 and 28 days. Most cattle that 
recovered in response to LUTALYSE recovered within 14 days after injection. After 14 
days, recovery rate of treated cattle was no different than that of nontreated cattle. 

4. For Intramuscular Use for Abortion of Feedlot and Other Non-Lactating Cattle. 
LUTALYSE is indicated for its abortifacient effect in feedlot and other non-lactating cattle 
during the first 100 days of gestation. inject a dose of 25 mg intramuscularly. Cattle that 
abort will abort within 35 days of injection. 

Commercial cattle were palpated per rectum for pregnancy in six feediots. The percent 
of pregnant cattle in each feediot less than 100 days of gestation ranged between 26 
and 84; 80% or more of the pregnant cattle were less than 150 days of gestation. The 
abortion rates following injection of LUTALYSE increased with increasing doses up to 
about 25 mg. As examples, the abortion rates, over 7 feediots on the dose titration study, 
were 22%, 50%, 71%, 90% and 78% for cattle up to 100 days of gestation when 
injected IM with LUTALYSE doses of 0,1 (5 mg), 2 (10 mg), 4 (20 mg) and 8 (40 mg) mi, 
respectively. The statistical predicted relative abortion rate based on the dose titration data, 
was about 93% for the 5 mL (25 mg) LUTALYSE dose for cattle injected up to 100 days 
of gestation. 

‘Swine: For intramuscular use for parturition induction in swine. LUTALYSE Sterile Solution 

's indicated for parturition induction in swine when injected within 3 days of normal predicted 

farrowing 


The response to treatment varies by individual animals with a mean interval from administration of 
2m LUTALYSE (10 mg dinoprost) to parturition of approximately 30 hours. This can be employed 
to control the time of farrowing in sows and gilts in late gestation. 
Management Considerations: Several factors must be considered for the successful use 
of LUTALYSE Sterile Solution for parturition induction in swine. The product must be admini- 
stered at a relatively specific time (treatment earlier than 3 days prior to normal predicted 
tarrowing may result in increased piglet mortality). It is important that adequate records be 
maintained on (1) the average length of gestation period for the animals on a specific 
location, and (2) the breeding and projected farrowing dates for each animal. This information 
is essential to determine the appropriate time for administration of LUTALYSE. 

(Mares: LUTALYSE Sterile Solution is indicated for its luteotytic effect in mares. This luteolytic 

@fiect can be utilized to control the timing of estrus in estrous cycling and clinically 

‘anestrous mares that have @ corpus luteum in the following circumstances: 

1. Controfiing Time of Estrus of Estrous Cycling Mares: Mares treated with LUTALYSE 
during diestrus (4 or more days after ovulation) will return to estrus within 2 to 4 days in 
most cases and ovulate 8 to 12 days after treatment. This procedure may be utilized as 
an aid to scheduling the use of stallions. 

2. Difficult-to-Breed Mares: in extended diestrus there is failure to exhibit regular estrous 
cycles, which is different from true anestrus. Many mares described as anestrus during 
the breeding season have serum progesterone levels consistent with the presence of a 
functional corpus luteum. 

A proportion of “barren”, maiden, and lactating mares do not exhibit regular estrous 
cycles and may be in extended diestrus.
